ers Are Holding Foods 
U. S. Agents Join.

New Tork, Feb. 23,—(Special.)—Dis-

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NDIA has lost one of her most pic- 
turesque figures through the retire- 
ment of Lord Carmichael from the 
governorship of Bengal and by his 
return to England, for he has been, 
first at Madras and afterwards in Ben- 
gal, a satrap of a most unusual char- 
acter who appealed strongly to the na- 
tive mind by his Haroun-Al-Raschid 
methods. 

Before he had been many months in 
India he had mastered the Tamil and 
Telegu languages; and, thus equipped, 
he started out in order to ascertain for 
himself how things were in the great 
dependencies entrusted to his rule. Un- 
attended, looking like an Furasian 
tramp, he would take his place in some 
third class railroad carriage and, unreo- 
ognized, he discovered for himself all 
sorts of gross abuses of the railroad ad- 
ministration, especially with regard to 
the treatment of the natives by subordi- 
nate officials. 

On one occasion he perambulated the 
huge municipal market in Madras, un- 
recognized, taking note of the glaring 
infractions of all the most elementary 
rules instituted for the sale of food in 
such a manner as to prevent epidemics, 
Then he went to the police station and 
asked for the complaint book. It was 
flung at him by the inspector in charge. 
When, after a series of complaints, one 
more pointed than the other, he signed 
himself ‘‘ Carmichael,” the officials in 


charge first of all took him for a lunatic 


and did not realize until he was half way 
back to Government house the identity 
of their visitor and that they had been 
caught napping. '

When afterwards he was transferred 
from Madras to Bengal he was wont to 
go into the poorer quarters of Calcutta 
on the lookout for abuses, and in this

[way he kept the authorities, not only in 


the cities and towns but likewise in the 
remote coun districta, on their met- 
tle, since they were never quite sure that 
any disreputable looking native tramp 
might not be the governor. 

Of course the ordinary run of English 
officials in India disapproved of these 
methods of Lord Carmichael, which they 
condemned as calculated to impair Brit- 
ish prestige among the natives. But in 
this they were wrong, for it is doubtful 
whether any English governor has ever 
left India who has to such an éxtent won 
the confidence and the respect of the 
natives. 

His Haroun-Al-Raschii adventures 
would fill a book, and it is only natural 
that his wonderful and unique knowl- 
edge. of centipedes and spiders—he is the 
greatest living authority on the subject— 
and his uncanny power over these in- 
sects is the basis of many fantastic 
stories.

When he died without issue tn 1902 his 
baronetcy became extinct, and-the chief- 
tainship of the clan, as well as his rights 
to the Earldom of Hyndford, passed to 
his cousin, Claud Dundas Carmichael, 
inspector general of Madras police, who

The next claimant in point of seniority 
is Lord Carmichael.
